The Fremont memoirs promise 
to be among the interesting and 
valuable books of the year. Gen- 
neral Fremont was at one time the 
central figure in the events that 
culminated in the development of 
the great West—it may almost be 
said in its creation. It may also 
be said that to him more than any 
living or dead man is due the exist- 
ence ofthe West of to-day. The 
machinery which erected him to a 
Presidential candidate in 1856, 
when he was barely forty-three 
years old, may have been very arti- 
ficial, but the popular enthusiasm 
which greeted the nomination was 
thoroughly natural, aod has not 
wholly died out after an interval of 
thirty years. Great peoples never 
are vainly stirred asthe American 
people then were. They never lav- 
ish worship upon an altogether un- 
worthy idol. The brilliant achieve- 
ments of Fremont as a scientific 
explorer, his successful struggle to 
save California from slavery, his 
early perception of the perils with 
which the slave power was threat- 
ening the Union, and his gallant 
leadership of the first great politi- 
eal organization which grappled 
with that power with anything 
like a chance of success in the 
struggle—all are features of his ca- 
reer that remain admirable behiod 
clouds which have obscured that 
career in later days. 

Fremont’s memoirs are being is- 
sued in monthly parts by Belford, 
Clark & Co. with J. Dewing & Co. 
of San Francisco, as agents, and is 
sold by subscription only, at 50 
cents a number. It is beautifully 
printed and illustrated with steel 
p'ates, etc. A recent number con- 
tains much of local interest. It 
shows the exploring party crossing 
the. mountains from Oregon and 
coming south past Pyramid Lake. 
Their delight at seeing it was very 
great, and finding such a striking 
resemblance to the Pyramid of 
Cheops in the well-kuown rock in 
the center of the lake, Fremont 
gave the lake its present name. 
They found the Truckee river and 
some fine looking Indiaus eamped 
atthe mouth, from whom they pur- 
chased alot of large fish which they 
feasted on, and Fremont declares 
he thinks they were the’ best he 
ever tasted. They named the stream 
Salmon Trout river aud foliowed it 
for twenty miles and then struck 
off south. When they struck the 
Carson they thought it was the 
Same stream, aod his map shows 
Salmon Trout river heading away 
soutb aud ruuning north along the 
foot of the mountains, and the 
Americin heading in a lorge lake 
near where Tahoe actually is. Kit 
Carson was lookiug for the Buena 
Ventura river, and thought every 
stream they came to was a branch 
ofit.

Assemblyman of Eureka county, is 
of the medium height, but of sleuder 
build. te has served three termsin 
the Legislature, and at the opening of 
the present session was a candidate for 
Speaker of this body; but could not 
develope sufficientgstrength to over- 
come his genial and more popular 
rivai, Mr. McDonnell. In consequence 
of his long experience, he is looked 
upon as being a good parliamentarian, 
and owing to the absence of any of the 
legal fratern.ty, he occupies the envi- 
able position of the Chairmanship of 
the Judiciary Committee, which posi- 
tion it must be said of him, he fills 
very creditably. In politics he is a 
Republican, but is ever ready to con- 
cede to less experienced Democratic 
colleagues any merit they may de- 
velope. His hair is gray as are his 
moustache and chin whiskers and 
they plainly state that his age is not 
given wrongly, viz: 58 years.

grave of General Santa Auua, aud 
the rich cathedral, which sontains 
the celebrated picture of a virgin. 
The se nctuary of Guadalupe is per- 
baps the most famous iu the Re- 
blic. Connected with it is the 
viiowing tradition, devoutly be- 
lieved by almost ali Mexicaus: Au 
Iadian named Diego worked at 
Guadalupe. One day, while cros»- 
ing the hill behind the village, he 
saw a rainbow, in the widdie of 
which was a deautiful woman, sur- 
rounded by white vioude. Upoa 
approaching the figure, Diego was 
toid that she was the Virgin Mary, 
who desired a temple to be built iu 
that place, promisiug bLelp to all be- 
lievers who would call upon her in 
time of trouble. She also directed 
him to tell the bishop of Mexico 
what had takeo place. Zumarraga, 
the bishop, discredited the state 
ment, Tue Virgin appeared to the 
Indian several times afterward, aod 
on one occasion ordered him to pick 
flowers from the barren bill, where 
none had growa belore, ad give 
them to the bishop. Accordingly 
he guthered beautiful flowers, where 
nove had previously grown, and 
carried them in his cioak to the 
episcopal palace. Diego there toid 
Lis story, droppiog his flowers on 
the floor, wheu suddenly the bishop 
féll on his kuees, at the sight of the 
image of the virgin that appeared 
on the cloak of the Indian. This 
led to the building of the sanctuary 
of Guadalupe. Here is deposited 
the flag carried by Hidalgo, the pa- 
triot priest who lost his life in the 
Mexican revolution of 1810. ‘The 
12th of December is the anniversary 
of the day when the virgin first ap- 
peared tu Diego. Thisis celebrated 
by a great religious festival, which 
is attended by persons from all 
quarters of the couutry. . 
Corvoda is in tlie state of Vera 
Cruz, ou the Mexican railway, 
about 200 miles from the National 
capital, and 65 miles from the Gulf.

At 
Humantia, Malinche, another lofty 
mountain appears, and{from its sum- 
mit the natives bring snow to the train 
and seil it, mixed with lemon juice, 
lo the passengers. At San Marcos the 
railway crosses the road over wuaich the 
army of Genoral Winfield Scott 
marched in 1847. From Esperanza 
(152 miles) the traveler has an excel- 
lent view of the sublime k of Oriz- 
aba. Of this Bayarti Taylor has said: 
“Rising from the level of the sea and 
the perpetual summer of the tropics, 
with an anbroken line to the heigat of 
18,000 feet, it stands singly among the 
olher ranges With .ts spotless crown of 
snow, as some giant, white-haired 
Northern king might stand among a 
host of the weak effeminate sybarites 
of the South. Orizaba dwells alone in 


my memory, asthe only perfect type 
of a mountain to be found on tha 
earth,”’ 
Toe next station is Boca del Monte, | 
or mouth of the mountain. I have 
seen the triumphs of enyineering skill 
in many countries, but I have oever 
seen anything which equals that of 
the Mexican Railway between Boca 
del Monte and Maltrea. In the short 
distance of 13 miles the road descends 
2,374 feet. There are so many curves 
and the ground is so steep, that trains 
move less than seven miles an hour in 
this part of the journey. In many 
places the track is built on the edge of 
an appalling precipice, and a roaring 
torrent is seen at the bottom of the 
canyon, hundreds of feet below. 
Horse-shoe Curve on the Pennsylva- 
nia Road, and New River on the 
Chesapeake & Ohio, doth seem tame 
in comparison with the magoificent 
scenery of the Mexican Sierras. 
In riding from the summit to the base 
of this range of mountains, the trav- 
eler witnesses the most remarkable 
chaoges in the vegetation. A little 
beyond Boca del Monte the flora con- 
sists of dwarf pines, spruce; and oaks, 
with a few Alpine flowers. Farther 
down are the poplars, sycamores and 
maples of temperate climes, and at the 
fuotof the Sierras are the palm, the 
ine-apple and the pomegranate. 
uch @ rapid procession of trees and 
flowers is worth traveling 3,000 miles 
to look upon.
